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Julia Domna and the 
Evolution of Her Coinage 
at the Mint of Rome 


John R. Mixter 


Julia Domna was born in Emesa, Syria, and was the daughter 
of Bassianus, an eminent priest of the Sun in the great temple 
of Emesa. In 173 AD, at an early age, Julia left Emesa and 
came to Rome. She was a strong believer in astrology and her 
horoscope told that someday she would be the wife of a king. 
This is believed to be her motive of coming to the capital of 
the world, where she felt her destiny was to be fulfilled. Once 
in Rome, Julia met Roman Senator and former Roman Army 
General Septimius Severus, himself addicted to astrology, who 
believed that someday he would be emperor of Rome. Julia 
and Septimius were married soon after, it is said, in the Tem- 
ple of Venus. Julia has often been described as beautiful, 
brilliant, masterful, and possessing wit and eloquence. She 
frequently surrounded herself with learned men_ including 
the physician Galen and the philosopher Philostratus, who 
gave Julia the nickname "the philosopher"(1). In 188 AD Ju- 
lia and Septimius had their first son. He would be the future 
emperor Bassianus (named after Julia Domna's father), and 
would afterwards be surnamed Caracalla. About two years 
later in Rome Julia and Septimius had their second son, Geta, 
who was also destined to become emperor. 


In 193 AD, after a long and bloody civil war, Septimius Sev- 
erus became Emperor of Rome and quickly bestowed the title 
of Augusta on his wife. In the years that followed, Julia 
played an increasingly important role in government, often 
consulting Severus on matters of importance. He was fre- 
quently guided by her consul. Wherever the figure of Septi- 
mius Severus appears on reliefs, coins, paintings or in his- 
torical accounts, the ever-present image of his wife, 
shadowing him, shows the profound influence that she had on 
his life (2). 


The Imperial coinage at the mint of Rome for Julia Domna 
spanned from 193 until 218 AD with four distinct stages. 
This coinage was struck in gold (aureus and quinarius), sil- 
ver (denarius and antoninianus), and bronze (medallions, 
sestertius, dupondius and as). The following is a breakdown 
of two of the early stages: 


STAGE I 
Dates: 
193-196 AD 


These early issues of Julia are in fine style with a large, young, dignified, draped 
portrait. Her hairstyle is elaborately waved in horizontal ridges and tied back in a 
large bun. 


Obverse Legend: 
IVLIA DOMNA AVG 


The most common deities seen on Julia's coinage in this stage are Fecunditas, Venus 
and Vesta. (Venus was clearly the most prominent.) 


Honors/Titles: 
Augusta (circa 193 AD) 
STAGE II 
Dates: 


196-211 AD 


Julia's features are youthful at first but give way to a more mature, idealized, so- 
phisticated look toward the end. Styles range from fine to poor with overall smaller 
portraits. For most of this stage, hairstyle is similar to Stage 1. However, near the 
end the hair begins to take on a wig-like appearance. 
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QObverse_ Legend; 
IVLIA AVGVSTA 


In this stage there is a broader scope of deities representd: Ceres, Concordia, Cybele, 
Felicitas, Hilaritas, Juno, Isis, Pietas, 
Pudicitia, Venus and Vesta. 


Honors/Titles: 
Mater Castrorum (197 AD) 


Septimius Severus died early in 211 AD leaving his two sons, 
Carcalla and Geta, bitter rivals, as co-emperors. In the year 
that followed, it is said that the mutual hatred among these 
two was so great that even the palace had to be physically di- 
vided. There was also some suggestion of equally dividing the 
Empire between themselves as well. Julia Domna's attemtps at 
reconciling the differences between her two sons finally re- 
sulted in a private meeting between the three of them. Cara- 
calla, however, secretly arranged to have his brother assassi- 
nated at this meeting. It is said that Carcalla's own men burst 
into the meeting and stabbed Geta to death while he was in his 
mother's arms. She tried to save him, but to no avail. 


Julia Domna's ambitions, and desire for power, and Caracal- 
la's intentions to appease his mother's grief gave her great 
authority, honor and respect. In fact, Julia was entrusted 
with the administration of the most important affairs of state 
under her son. This lead to the third stage of her coinage; 


STAGE III 
Dates: 
211-217 AD 


Her portraits are more idealized with a more obvious wig-like appearance. It 
appears more emphasis was placed on her title (Pia Felix) and her superior rank 
(diadem and crescent), while Julia's appearance was of less importance in this 
stage. 


Qbverse_ Legend: 
IVLIA PIA FELIX AVG 


In this stage we find that many of the deities represented are those in which Julia 
closely associated herself with: Cybele, Diana, Juno, Pietas, Pudicitia, 
Venus and Vesta. 


Honors/Titles: 
Mater Augustorum, Senatus, Patriae (211 AD), Pia Felix (211 AD) 
Diadem and crescent both represent a sign of superior rank and therefore should be 
considered an honor (215 AD) (3). 


In 217 AD, Caracalla, his bloody reign marked by cruelty, 
was finally murdered by his own men during a campaign with 
the Parthians. News of his assassination reached Julia Domna 
while she was at Antioch. Julia could not resign herself to 
the fact that, without Carcalla, she would no longer have the 
power and prestige. "The world was full of inscriptions which 
proclaimed her glory in the past, and her face was carried by 
millions of coins that jingled in millions of purses. She had 
been glorified great and powerful; how could she return to 
being something else? Like Cleopatra, Julia Domna did not 
fear death, but mediocrity. And like Cleopatra, she prefered 
suicide (voluntary starvation) to facing a new state of things" 
(4).

Ly SICILY, Naxos. By the Aetna Master. Circa 
460 BC. Tetradrachm. (16.34 gms.). Head of 
Dionysos right, hair wreathed in ivy and tied 
behind. N AXI ON around nude, _ ithyphallic 
Silenus with horse's ear and tail seated facing, 
head turned left, lifting a kantharos to his 
mouth. Cahn 54. EF, metal porosity on the 
obverse at twelve, slight metal smoothing in the 
obverse field from recent cleaning. Of 
exceptional artistic merit. 


Dionysos was the god of religious possession 
and represented the life force, especially in its 
liquid manifestations - wine, milk, blood and 
semen (hence the ithyphallic Silenus). The cult 
of Dionysos was capable of cruelty and violence. 


The artwork involved in the Naxos tetradrachms 
is considered to be (especially the reverse 
rendering of the Silenus) - "A_ brilliant 
sculpture, remarkable both for the accuracy of 
the anatomical observation and for complete 
mastery of foreshortening, scarcely parallelled 
in the contemporary die engraving." 


a; SICILY, Syracuse. Circa 470 BC. Tetradrachm. 
(16.81 gms.). Charioteer right in slow quadriga, 
winged Nike above placing wreath on horse. LYPA 
KOIZ ION around head of Artemis-Arethusa right, 
hair bound, with drooping pendant earring; four 
dolphins around. Boehringer 337 (V166/R237). 
Toned EF. Well struck on a nice large flan. 


Beautiful rendition of Syracusan art. The 
obverse captures a slow moving quadriga in a 
slightly archaic art style. The dolphins move 
gracefully around this large head of Artemis- 
Arethusa.

THRACE, Ainos. Circa 374-372 BC. Tetra- 
drachm. (15.21 gms.). Head of youthful Hermes 
facing three-quarters left, wearing petasos 
ornamented with row of beads above. brim. 
AINION above goat walking right, wreath in field 
below, all in shallow incuse. May 405 
(A245/P286), Same obverse die. Toned EF. Very 
Rare. 


Ex: NFA X (1981) 85, with a prices realized of 
$16,000. 


Hermes stares forlornly off to the left with 
soulful eyes. The facing heads of Ainos are 
regarded as orignal artwork, predating the 
works of  Amphipolis, and should be 
appreciated for their balance, sensuality and 
economy of means. 


MACEDON, Lete. 6th-Sth Century BC. Eighth 
Stater. (0.81 gms.). Naked satyr in kneeling 
running stance to the right. Quadripartite incuse 
square. SNG Cop 194. Good VF. 


An exciting minature piece of archaic art. 


PELOPONNESOS,  Sikyon. Circa 360-330 BC. 
Stater. (12.18 gms.). Chimera, with right foreleg 
raised, to left; wreath in field above, ZE below 
above exergual line. Winged dove flying left in 
Olive wreath, I before in field. SNG Lockett 2326. 
Superb EF, as_ struck. 


Magnificent state of preservation. Certainly one 
of the top specimens of this exceptional coin. 


According to some traditions the Chimera 
originated in the northern Peloponnesus, the 
offspring of the Nemean lion and the Hydra of 
Lerna, The symbol of the Chimera on the coins 
of Sikyon may be linked to the Achaean cult of 
Bellerophon, slayer of the monster. The dove on 
the reverse was the animal of Aphrodite, whose 
worship was important at Sikyon.

PONTUS, Kings of. Pharnaces I. 185-159 
BC. Drachm. (4.07 gms.). Diademed bust of 
Pharnaces right. BALIAQE ®APNAKOY, Male deity 
standing facing, looking right, thunderbolt 
above, stag to left. SNG Von Aulock 2. Near VF, 
Extremely Rare and seldom offered for sale. 


Elusive portrait of this early hellenistic King. 
A tetradrachm costs well in excess of 15,000 
with few known specimens. A unique gold Stater 
is known. The hellenistic portraits of the Pontic 
kings are some of the most compelling and 
artistically executed in the whole series of 
hellenistic portraits. Pharnaces was an 
independant and highly aggressive ruler. This 
is mirrored in the harshness and_ individuality 
of his portrait. 


PONTUS, Kings of. Mithridates VI. Dated 
year 208 = 90-89 BC. Tetradrachm. (16.77 gms.). 
Diademed bust right, hair closely cropped. 
BAXIAEQE MI@PAAATOY EYIIATOPOL ©, HZ, Winged 
Pegasus walking left, with head down, star and 
crescent in field, all in ornate’ wreath. 
Waddington 15. Toned EF from a nice old cabinet 
collection. (Possibly ex: Montague Collection). 


One of the nicest specimens we have had the 
pleasure of offering of this type. Worthy of a 
nice collection. 


IONIA, Lebedus. Circa 150 BC. Tetradrachm. 
(16.39 gms.). Helmeted head of Athena right, in 
crested helmet. AEBIAION A®@H NAIOZ, double 
cornucopiae with owl standing right on club; all 
within wreath. Seyrig Trésors 25, 10. Toned EF. 
Very Rare. 


The tetradrachms of Lebedus are perhaps the 
most delicately engraved of all the steph- 
anephori, showing the influence of _ the 
Alexandrian school. The helmet is noted for its 
discrete ornamentation as opposed to the more 
ornate renditions seen on other contemporary 
coinages. The owl on club on reverse alludes to 
the Attic coinage, while the cornucopiae is 
probably a relic from the days of Ptolemaic 
control over Lebedus.

CILICIA, Nagidos. 380-360 BC. Stater. (10.59 
gms.). Aphrodite seated left holding phiale, at 
her side, Eros with wings displayed. NATI AEQN, 
Dionysus standing left, holding bunch of grapes 
and resting on thyrsos. SNG Levante 7var. (Same 
obv. die). Superb EF. Rare. 


Cilicia, due to its prime location in southern 
Anatolia, with fertile plains and location on the 
trade routes, played a vital political, economic 
and military role in ancient times. The variety 
of the coins of Cilicia reflects the importance of 
the area; the types used richly illustrate the 
cults and myths of the cities. Nagidos was 
situated on the coast about twenty miles west of 
Kelenderis. 


For further reading on the coins of Cilicia we 
strongly recommend the recently published SNG 
Switzerland I Levante-Cilicia. Consult the book 
list for ordering information of this excellent 
work. 


ROMAN IMPERATORIAL 


Julius Caesar. Circa 46 BC. AV Aureus. (7.87 
gms.). C CAESAR COS TER, veiled head of Vesta 
right. A HIRTIVS PR, lituus, jug and axe. 
Crawford 466/1, Sydenham 1017. Superb EF. 
Exceptional strike and condition for this 
normally poor issue. 


This issue was struck by Aulus Hirtius (urban 
prefect during Caesar's campaign in North 
Africa). Crawford, citing Cicero, notes that 
Hirtius was the leading Caesarian in _ the 
capital. Hirtius’ issue, exclusively in gold, was 
a rather large one. 


Vesta serves as an allusion to the college of 
pontifices, of which Caesar was the chief. The 


reverse repeats the theme of Caesar's 
priesthoods, which is even more strongly 
emphasized on the silver issues of the same 


year (Crawford 467). 
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ROMAN IMPERIAL 


Nero. 54-68 AD. Denarius. (3.61 gms.). Struck 
circa 60-61AD. NERO CAESAR AVGVSTVS, 
youthful bust of Nero right. PONTIF MAX TRP 
Vil COS III, EX SC in wreath. RIC 22, RSC 216. 
Toned near EF. Nice metal quality and strike for 


issue. A nice example of Nero's pre-reform 
coinage. 
The formula EX S(enatus) C(onsulto), which 


appears on all aureii and denarii of this period, 
seems to imply that the Roman Senate was 
exercising a very real control over the 
withdrawal of gold and silver from the treasury 
for the purpose of conversion into currency. 


Lucius Verus. 161-169 AD. #4 Sestertius. 
(23.61 ams:). Struck circa 165 AD. L AVREL 
VERVS AVG ARMENIACVS, laureate, bearded 
bust right, cuirassed and seen from over 
shoulder. TR POT V IMP II COS II, Verus standing 
left in cuirass, with full cape, holding sceptre, 
between two standards to either side; in exergue, 
SC. RIC 1426. EF with a nice natural green brown 
patina. 


Adopted son of Antoninus, he was made co- 
emperor with Aurelius in 161 AD. He married 
Aurelius’ daughter Lucilla. From 163-165 AD 
he campaigned in the East. In reality, it was his 
troops under able command that fought in the 
East, while he enjoyed the luxuries of Antioch. 
Verus was a weak man addicted to pleasure. 


The title of ARMENIACVS was added to his 
coins in 163 AD for victories won on his 
Eastern campaign. 


Julia Domna, wife of Septimius Severus. 193- 
217 AD. Denarius. (3.05 gms.). IVLIA AVGVSTA, 
bust right. SAECVLI FELICITAS, Isis, wearing 
polos on her head, standing right with foot on 
prow, she hold Horus; behind rudder, which 
rests against an altar. RIC 577, RSC 174. Toned 
superb EF.

Struck during Maximianus' first twenty years 
in power. His greatest success came not as a 
ruler, but from the dynastic siblings his 
daughters bore. One married Constantius whose 
heirs ruled through the time of Julian II. 
Fausta, the other, married Constantine the 
Great, by whom she gave birth to Constantine II, 
Constantius II and Constans. 


The SC which appears in the exergue stands for 
Signata Cyzici. 


BYZANTIUM 


Justinian I. 527-565 AD. # Follis. (15.87 
gms.). Nicomedia mint. DN IVSTINI ANVS P AVG, 
diademed bust right. large M, + to either side, B 
between, * above; in exergue NIKM. SB 198. 
Superb EF with a magnificent green patina. An 
exceptional bronze by any standards. 


Perhaps the greatest Byzantine emperor to ever 
rule. His reign lasted almost four decades and 
accomplished many things. During this time 
North Africa was recovered from the Vandals, 
Italy liberated from the rule of the Goths, and a 
footing regained in Spain. For the last time in 
history, Rome once again controlled the 
Mediterranean. An uneasy peace was main- 
tained on the eastern boundries of the Empire, 
where the Sassanid ruler Khusru I was 
expanding the frontiers of the Persian Empire. 


Justinian’s most famous architectural 
monument Stands today in Istanbul - the great 
Church of St. Sophia. This building's 
architecture influenced many of Byzantium's 
later ecclesiastical structures. 


Justinian’s codification of Roman Law was, for 
generations to come, the summation of all that 
was best in a legal system that had evolved over 
centuries.

SELECTIONS FROM AN EXTENSIVE 
COLLECTION OF ATHENIAN BRONZES 


The bronze coinage of Athens is extensive, but little 
known. Neither the Autonomous nor the Imperial 
series can be securely dated, other than in general 
terms, and no Emperor's name or portrait is ever 
present, areflection of Rome's respect for the city. 
Instead, a helmeted head of Athena graces the 
obverse, while the reverse types display diverse 
scenes of Athenian culture and history. Besides the 
ubiquitous owl, we find Athena in various poses 
(many based on statues in the city), and the other 
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Olympian gods. There are also the mortal heros, both 
mythic (Theseus) and historic (Themistokles). 
Rounding out the list are themes of ritual objects and 
scenes of every day life. 

As forthcoming research is presented, this 
fascinating series will become better understood and 
more widely known.

NEW BOOK REVIEW

CELTIC COINAGE OF BRITAIN 
R.D. Van Arsdell 


(Spink & Son Limited, London, 1989) 


This book will have a profound effect 
on everything relating to the Celtic 
tribes in Britain, including studying 
and collecting their coins. In his 
Foreword, Mr. Barry Cunliffe of the 
Institute of Archaelogy, Oxford, 
writes that the book is not only in- 
valuable to the collector, it is an es- 
sential research tool of incomparable 
value for everyone working in the 
field of Iron Age Studies. 


Those ancient British people who in- 
habited Southern England when Juli- 
us Caesar and his Roman Legion in- 
vaded in 55 BC left no written 
records of their own. Most of what is 
known about them came from Roman 
writers. The only contemporary ac- 
count of coinage in ancient Britian 
was written by Julius Caesar himself 
in his report on his campaign there: 
"For money they use either bronze or 
gold coins or iron ingots of fixed 
weights." 


For nearly ninety years Coins of the 
Ancient Britons by Sir John Evans, 
published in 1864, provided the 
standard text on the subject. Then in 
1953 R. P. Mack published his The 
Coinage of Ancient Britain which 
through three editions became the 
leading authority. Mr. Van Arsdell's 
new book, incorporating and _ cross- 
referencing Mack's _ identification 
system, has made the previous work 
obsolete. By its publication he has 
made himself the leading authority 
on the subject although his acknowl- 
edgement of assistance reads like a 
Who' Who of British numismatics. 
The experts at the British Museum, 
leading dealers and many others have 
lent their assistance and expertise to 
the author and thereby have given 
their stamp of approval to it. 


Between 500 BC and 1 AD the Celtic 
tribes of Central Europe expanded to 
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Asia Minor, the Mediterranean, Scan- 
dinavia and the British Isles. 
4th century BC one of those tribes, 
the Brythons, crossed the channel to 
southern England. Their language be- 
came what is now called Welsh, and in 
Scotland, Gaelic. Another tribe, the 
Goidels, or the original Gaels, settled 
in Ireland, bringing their Gaelic lan- 
guage and customs to that country. 
The British tribes subsequently be- 
came know by the names Cantii, Atre- 
bates, Iceni, Corieltauvi, Dobunni, 
Durotriges and the Trinovantes. Per- 
haps the one shortcoming of the book 
is that readers are not told how to 
pronounce those names. All _ those 
tribes issued coins, the earliest by 
the Cantii in the lst century BC. They 
continued to do so until the Roman in- 
vasion. Mr. Van Arsdell writes that 
the Celtic coins were money: 'People 
spent them, saved them and gave them 
as gifts. Some were donated to tem- 
ples, others used to finance wars. 
They were even counterfeited." The 
basic denominations were the gold 
stater and quarter stater, the silver 
unit (called that for lack of a better 
word), the half unit and the bronze 
unit. 


By means of scientifically accurate 
weights, modern metallurgy and sta- 
tistical analyses by modern methods, 
Mr. Van Arsdell has completely re- 
classified British Celtic coins. As his 
research progressed the _ long-held 
view of British Celts as colorful, bar- 
baric people, ripe for the conquest by 
the more advanced civilization of 
Rome has been proven incorrect. It 
was thought that early Britain did not 
have any monetary economy and the 
coins must have served a ritual pur- 
pose in a primitive society. As relat- 
ed by Mr. Van Arsdell accurate mod- 
ern research and recent excavations 
have now shown that the British Celts 
had a highly structured social order 
devoted to control of their environ- 
ment and manufacture of everyday 
goods, with skill in agriculture, land 
use, animal husbandry and _ aseptic 
preservation of food. Their coins and 
other products have demonstrated a 
remarkable knowledge of metallurgy 
and alloys. They practiced mass pro- 
duction methods. (Continued on page

The fourth and final stage of Julia Domna's coinage was com- 
memorative coins, posthumously struck under the Emperor 
Elagabalus (ruled 218-222 AD). Emperor Elagabalus was the 
grandson of Julia Maesa (sister of Julia Domna) whose money 
and power put him on the throne. This probably accounted 
for the creation of the final stage:

The prolific coinage of this Roman Empress spans nearly 
twenty-five years in four phases. This lengthy coverage, 
struck in all metals, with a large selection of deities, titles 
and honors, is unique in the history of the Roman Empire. 
Surely, among the Roman Empresses, there is little doubt 
that Julia Domna was one of the greatest.

WHY CERTAIN GREEK COIN FLANS 
HAVE EDGES WITH 
POINT LIKE PROJECTIONS. 





By A. Peter Weiss 


As one delves deeper into the intricacies and nuances of 
Greek coin collecting, many curious questions arise to the 
avid student-collector. Of the more interesting ones, is why 
certain Greek silver and bronze coins have flans with point- 
like projections at opposite ends of their edges. This phe- 
nomenon is most frequently seen with early Sicilian coinage 
but is known in the coinage of Macedon, Acarnania, Athens, 
Aspendus and Corinth, as well. The answer is quite simple, 
although not necessarily obvious at first. (1)

A Siculo-Punic Coin Showing the Projections 

These coins were struck from blanks that were produced in 
spherical moulds, much as musket ball bullets were in the 
early Americas. The blank, composed of two hemispherical 
halves, had an equator where a thin rim of metal from the 
casting process protruded. "If the blank was placed on the 
anvil in such a position that the ridge was in a_ horizontal 
plane, then the ridge would be preserved all round the edge 
of the coin. But this would have produced a thin ragged edge 
to the coin; more usually, therefore, the plane of the ridge 
was inclined, or even vertical, so only two small projections 
remained after striking (see illustration)." (1,2) And so, the 
ways of the ancient coiners can be clearly appreciated by the 


modern day collectors of their art.

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THE EARLY IMPERIAL PERIOD 
DRACHMS OF RHODES 


By 
Dr. A. Peter Weiss 


The island of Rhodes, in the far eastern region of the Ae- 
gean Sea, has a splendid history of coinage beginning with 
the silver staters and fractionals of the three indepen- 
dent cities of Camirus, Lindus and Ialysus. In 408 BC, 
these three cities decided to combine and form the new, 
well-fortified, capital city of Rhodos at a protected har- 
bor on the northern shore of the island. Rhodes grew in 
importance during the next century mostly due to its 
strong navy, central trading position, and significance as 
a cradle for education and philosophy. The coins pro- 
duced in this period were many and of classical artistry. 
During the second century BC, the fortunes of Rhodes be- 
came closely tied to the whims of the Romans. By contrib- 
uting its small, yet extremely effective fleet to the Roman 
wars, Rhodes enjoyed a lucrative trade with the Carian 
mainland. In 168 BC, this commercial monopoly ended 
when the Rhodians objected to the Roman war against King 
Perseus of Macedon and were summarily stripped of their 
mainland possessions by Rome. The development of Delos 
as a rival commercial center did not help matters and the 
Rhodian coinage of this period declined to a large issue of 
drachms. 


In 88 BC, Rhodes was one of a small group of states that re- 
sisted the threat from Mithridates and provided safe ha- 
ven to the Italians fleeing the "Anatolian Vespers." In the 
end, the Roman legions prevailed and Sulla rewarded 
Rhodes for its resistance to Mithridates with the grant of 
Caunus and several islands. It is during this brief period 
(88-43 BC) of favored status, that among the last-issues of 
Rhodian silver coinage is traditionally attributed. These 
pieces generally weigh about four grams and have been 
commonly thought to represent either Attic weight 
drachms (drachm = 4.2 grams), or trihemidrachms on the 
Cistophoric standard (drachm = 3.2 grams) used in Asia 
at the time, although they nearly always weigh less than 
the latter standard would demand. Richard Ashton, in a 
forthcoming publication, argues that this series of coins 
were most certainly called "drachms," date closer to the 
reign of Augustus (some 50 years after the conventional 
dating), and may well have been struck to conform with 
temporary Roman denarii (3.9 grams). The obverse car- 
ries the radiate, three-quarter, facing head of Helios (the 
Sun God worshipped by the Rhodians) most often turned 
to the right and, only rarely, to the left. The reverse con- 
sists of a central, frontal, full-blown rose (the flower 
from which the island took its name); the letters, P O (for 
rodion); a magistrate's name; and a varying symbol, all 
emcompassed by a circle of dots. Little is published on 
this series of coinage which has remarkable diversity of 
magistrate'’s names and symbols. A small hoard of forty- 
three pieces was recently examined by myself for die- 
linking and style characteristics. This hoard contained 
22 distinct obverse dies and 41 distinct reverse dies. 
Twenty-three different magistrate names, most common- 
ly associated with one or two symbols, were present in the 
reverse die group. Through obverse die-links, a chrono- 
logical association of some of the magistrates can be de-

if KINGS OF MACEDON, Alexander III. 336-323 


BC. Decadrachm (40.98 gms.), struck c. 327/6 BC. The 
obverse depicts Alexander, mounted on his beloved horse 
Bucephalus, charging to the right with a long lance (the 
Macedonian "sarissa") lowered toward an Asiatic elephant 
which is retreating to the right. The elephant is 
surmounted by two figures. The mahout, seated in front, 
twists around to throw a spear with his right hand, while 
in his left he holds an additional spear and a goad. King 
Poros, seated behind, twists around also, but unarmed, to 
seize the point of Alexander's sarissa. The Greek letter = 
appears in the field. The reverse again portrays Alexander, 
this time in a frontal standing pose with his head turned to 
the left. He wears a Greek cavalry outfit: a crested 
Phrygian helmet, fitted with a tall feather (which Plutarch 
describes him as wearing at the battle of the Granicus); a 
long cloak, part of which is gathered and draped over his 
left arm; a cuirass, belted at the waist, with protective 
strips hanging below; a tunic visible below the protective 
strips; greaves (a detail not preserved on previously known 
specimens); and a sword hanging at his side. He holds in 
his left hand a spear and in his right hand a thunderbolt. 
The thunderbolt, representing Alexander's claim of descent 
from Zeus, defies Greek conventions but appeared also in 
the famous painting of Alexander by his contemporary 
Apelles at Ephesus. Alexander is crowned by Nike flying 
right above. In the left field appears the monogram BA. 
M.J. Price, "The 'Poros' coinage of Alexander the Great: a 
symbol of concord and community", Studia P. Naster 
(1982), obv. A/rev. a, same dies. Bank Leu 45 (1988), 
132, same dies. Very fine plus, easily the finest of nine 
known specimens, five of which are in museums. SOLD 


Ever since a "Poros" decadrachm was first published in 1887, 
scholars have debated the circumstances of the issue and the 
correct interpretation of the designs. Many questions are 
still hotly disputed, including identification of the mint 
(Babylon? -- An Indian mint? -- A mint travelling with 
Alexander?) and the individual responsible for the issue 
(Alexander himself? -- One of his generals? -- Alexander's 
Indian ally Taxiles?). Despite the remaining questions, it is 
now generally accepted that the coinage was struck circa 
327/6 BC in connection with Alexander's Indian expedition. 
In that campaign (327-325 BC), Alexander extended the 
eastern frontiers of his empire to the lower Indus river. The 
nations of north-western India were unable to combine 
against him, and his only formidable opponent was Poros, 
king of the Paurava. Alexander defeated Poros at the great 
battle of the Hydaspes, in a triumph of Alexander's brilliant 
Strategy and versatile tactics. Bucephalus, Alexander's 
aging horse, played a key role by locating the route for the 
difficult river crossing but died in the succeeding battle. 
Although Alexander overran the Punjab, he’ was forced to 
turn back westward, never to return, when his army refused to 
follow him further. 





CALABRIA, Tarentum. 334-302 BC. Stater (7.90 
gms.).

Tarentum, the most important city in southern Italy in 
the fifth and fourth centuries, issued a very large volume 
of coinage. Despite the repetition of basic types and the 
large number of dies, the engravers imbued their works 
with freshness by varying the design elements and 
engraving in a continually evolving style. This piece 
displays the refined yet vigorous style of the late fourth 
century.

The type of the weary Herakles, resting in exhaustion 
after his labors, was employed exclusively in Aeolia. 
Babelon (Rois de Syrie, p. Ixi) has suggested that the 
type is a reference to Themiso, the powerful minister of 
Antiochus Theos, who identified himself with Herakles. 


PHOENICIA, Sidon. 73/72 BC. Tetradrachm (13.87 
gms.). Head of Tyche right, draped, wearing turreted 
crown, veil, earring, and necklace. SIAQNIOQN, eagle stand- 
ing left, with right foot on prow of war galley, palm 
branch over right shoulder, LIB (year 12) and EI in left 
field. Cf. BMC 100-103. Superb EF. Rare. 


Sidon, a city of great antiquity, was located about 20 
miles north of its rival Tyre. In early times, Sidon was 
the chief maritime power of the Phoenicians. It was the 
center of a purple-dying industry and a glass 
manufacturing industry (the art of glass blowing was 
invented in Sidon in the first century BC). In 111 BC, 
Sidon became independent of Seleucid rule and 
inaugurated a new series of coinage featuring the city 
goddess Astarte as Tyche on the obverse and copying the 
design of its rival, Tyre, on the reverse. The selection of 
Tyre’s reverse design must have been intended as a 
statement that the weight and purity of the new coinage 
matched that of the Tyrian shekels, which had become 
the standard commercial coinage of the region.

Caligula. 37-41 AD. Denarius. Rome mint?, struck 40 
AD. C CAESAR AVG GERMANICYVS, bare head of 
Caligula right. AGRIPPINA MAT C CAES AVG 
GERM, draped bust of Agrippina right, her hair falling in 
a queue down her neck. RIC 22 (R2). Very rare. About 
EF. 


Caligula’s precious metal issues emphasize his lineage 
and thus his entitlement to the throne. Through his 
mother Agrippina (the daughter of Agrippa and Julia) he 
was the great-grandson of Augustus. The location of the 
precious metal mint at this period remains uncertain. 
Sometime after the accession of Caligula, but before 64 
AD, the mint was transferred from Lugdunum to Rome. 
As the date of the transfer has not been conclusively 
established, the mint for this issue may not yet be stated 
with certainty. 


Otho. 69 AD. Denarius (3.37 gms.). Rome mint. IMP 
OTHO CAESAR AVG TR P, bare head of Otho right. 
SECURITAS P R, Securitas, draped, standing left, 
holding wreath and sceptre. RIC 10 (R3). Very rare. Toned 
EF. 


Despite the brevity and turbulence of Otho’s three-month 
reign, his coinage was neatly struck with compact and 
tidy portraits. This is no doubt due to the fact that Otho 
struck coins only in Rome, where the mint remained 
insulated from the turbulence which engulfed the empire. 
Otho’s portraiture is remarkable for the portrayal of his 
close-fitting wig which is mentioned by Suetonius (Otho 
12), 


Gordian I. 238 AD. Denarius (3.30 gms.). Rome 
mint. IMP M ANT GORDIANVS AFR AVG, laureate, 
draped, and cuirassed bust of Gordian I right. 
SECVRITAS AVGG, Securitas seated left, holding short 
sceptre. RIC 5 (R2). Very rare. Superb EF. 


When a rebellion against Maximinus broke out in Africa 
in early 238 AD, the troops of the eighty-one year old 
proconsul Gordian I Africanus elevated him to the purple. 
Gordian associated his son with him as joint ruler and 
sent a deputation to Rome to request confirmation by the 
Senate. However, before the deputies could return to 
report the Senate’s assent, Capellianus, the governor of 
Numidia, led troops loyal to Maximinus against the 
Gordiani, who had_ established their government at 
Carthage. Gordian II went out to meet Capellianus with 
the few troops available to him, but he was killed in the 
battle. The elder Gordian committed suicide after a reign 
of only 21 days. The entire coinage of both Gordians 
was Struck at Rome after their confirmation by the 
Senate. It is a tribute to the efficiency of the mint that 
coinage of a high standard, without any deterioration in 
the style of the portraiture, could be produced on such 
short notice.

Struck regnal year 1 = 235/236 AD. A 31mm. (15.27 
gms.). AVT K r IOOVHP(ON MAEIMEINON) radiate, 
draped, cuirassed bust right with aegis. Same reverse type 
but Perseus’ head to his left and he holds a short sword in 
his right hand. cf. SNG Levante 498 and 499 (same 
obverse die), SNG Von Aulock 5521 (same obv. die, rev. 
die with short sword, also). 


The above two coins represent an opportunity to obtain a 
rare numismatic representation of one of the great tales of 
Greek mythology - "The slaying of the gorgon Medusa by 
the hero Perseus." Perseus was the son of Zeus and Danaé, 
daughter of Acrisius - ruler of Argos, and it was foretold that 
Perseus would be certain to slay his grandfather thus Danaé 
and Perseus were placed into a coffer and cast into the sea. 
Zeus safely guided the make-shift boat to the island of 
Seriphos where a fisherman called Dictys found them. 


Dictys was the father of the tyrannical ruler of the island, 
Polydectes and the latter fell in love with Perseus’ unwilling 
mother. Polydectes invited Perseus and his friends to a 
banquet, and during the course of the meal he asked them 
what wedding presents they would give him. Perseus told 
him that the only present fit for a king was the head of one 
of the Gorgons. Polydectes, wishing to eliminate Perseus, 
took him at his word and sent him for it. 


Athena and Hermes provided Perseus with the tools to fulfill 
his imprudent promise. Perseus first found the three 
daughters of Phorcys, who told him how to find the nymphs 
in care of the winged sandals, magic wallet and the helmet of 
invisibility which belonged to Hades. Perseus obtained 
these items from the nymphs and Hermes added a harpa 
(sword shaped like a reaping hook). [The reverse of coin #9 
is more accurate in that it portrays Perseus holding the 
harpaj. 


Perseus finally sought out the three Gorgons: Sthenno, 
Euryde and Medusa, whom he found asleep. Medusa was the 
only mortal of the three. Perseus used the winged sandals to 
fly up into the air, and while Athena held above him a 
polished bronze shield to act as a mirror, he decapitated 
Medusa. Anyone who looked a Gorgon in the face was 
immediately turned to stone thus the magic wallet was used 
to hold Medusa’s head during Perseus’ trip back home. The 
helmet of invisibility prevented Medusa’s gorgonian sisters 
from pursuing him. This started a cycle of heroic deeds and 
adventures for Perseus which proved his divine parentage of 
Zeus.

ROMAN BRITAIN 


Even before the Roman conquest of Britain, the tribes of the 
island made use of Republican coins as prototypes for some 
of their own coinage. By the time Claudius could celebrate 
his successful occupation of Britain in 43 AD, Roman coins 
were well known there and an extensive series of Romano- 
British immitations of his coins circulated on the island, 
possibly for several centuries afterward. 

Britannia, as a personification of the province, appears in 
the 2nd Century, with the issues of Hadrian and Antoninus 
Pius commemorating their campaigns against the remaining 
hostile tribes of the north. However, the end result of their 
efforts and of Septimius Severus sixty years later was the 
construction of a series of defensive walls to keep the 
“barbarians " at bay. Victory was declared and the Romans 
left the north forever. 

Carausius and his sucessor, Allectus, held Britain as a 
separate empire for nine years at the end of the 3rd Century, 
striking for the first time coinage of regular Imperial style at 
mints in London and Camulodunum. This must have exposed 
the need for a steady currency supply on the island, for 
shortly after Constantius I retook it, in 297, an Imperial 
mint was established, and struck the usual series of bronze 
coins until its closure in 325. The Britons had to fall back to 
their normal practice of minting more or less legible copies 
of Imperial issues, and except for a possible solidus and 
siliqua of Magnus Maximus, usurper from 383-388 AD, these 
small copper pieces are the only known coins struck in 
Britain for the remainder of the Roman period. Britain is 
finally represented in Roman coinage under Constantine III, 
who was proclaimed Emperor by the British legions in 407 
AD; however, he struck no known coins on the island itself.

HUNT SALE 


SMASHES RECORDS 
'! 


Sotheby's auctioned the first portion of the Hunt collection of an- 
cient coins in New York on June 19, 21 and 22. The sale was a great 
success, breaking all records for public sales of ancient coins. Indi- 
vidual prices over $100,000 were commonplace, and the record auc- 
tion price for an ancient coin was broken twice. First the Athens 
decadrachm (lot 66: Athena/facing owl), the very coin which set the 
previous record at the famous Kunstfreund sale held in Zurich in 
1974, broke its own record when it sold to an unidentified tele- 
phone bidder for $480,000. Just a few minutes later, that record fell 
when the Agrigentum decadrachm (lot 77: quadriga/two eagles) 
brought $520,000, again to a telephone bidder. (Prices quoted do 
not include Sotheby's 10% buyer's premium.) The highest prices 
were brought by extraordinary masterpieces and great rarities. Medi- 
um quality coins also brought strong prices, although a shrewd bid- 
der could pick up the occasional bargain as in most public sales. 


The success of the auction was the result of a combination of fac- 
tors. First, the collection included a great number of exciting coins 
which naturally attracted a large attendance and competitive bid- 
ding. All the principal dealers from Europe and the United States 
came prepared to buy for themselves and on behalf of their clients. 
Second, the Hunt collection is widely known, and the prestige of 
the name adds a valuable pedigree to the individual coins. Third, the 
auction was a bankruptcy sale and was effectively unreserved. Buy- 
ers are particularly attentive to such a sale, in anticipation of possi- 
ble bargains. Finally, Sotheby's did a masterful job of orchestrating 
the entire affair: they produced high quality catalogs, they advertised 
heavily, they recruited art buyers from outside the usual numismat- 
ic circle, and they ran a polished sale. 


A number of usually active collectors who attended the sale came 
away disappointed when they were unable to purchase the coins that 
they had hoped to buy. Some of these collectors were heard com- 
plaining about the high prices. However, collectors who sought 
the advice of knowledgeable dealers and placed their bids with those 
dealers were much more successful. There is a simple explanation. 
Sotheby's estimates were completely unreliable and in most cases 
were much too low. Accordingly, collectors who did not research 
and examine the coins carefully and did not rely on their dealers 
came to the sale with unreasonable expectations based on the offi- 
cial descriptions and estimates. For example, one of our clients was 
delighted when we purchased for him a unique Alexandrian tetra- 
drachm of Helvius Pertinax (lot 756), the finest coin of this individ- 
ual in private hands, for $17,000, although the official estimate 
was a ridiculously low $2,000-3,000. The price was actually very 
reasonable in light of the coin's importance and its previous sale 
record of SF21,000 in a 1981 Bank Leu sale. Similarly, we pur- 
chased on commission an extremely rare portrait denarius of Clodi- 
us Macer (lot 126), one of the two or three finest known portrait 
coins of this rare civil war personality, for $75,000 against a mean- 
ingless estimate of $15,000-20,000. Many other coins in the sale 
sold reasonably, yet for many times the amount of the unreliable 
estimates. The most successful collectors were those who sought 
the counsel of knowledgeable dealers with respect to quality, rarity, 
and current market value. 


Sotheby's will offer the next installment of the Hunt brothers’ 
Greek, Roman and Byzantine coins in December.

NEW BOOK REVIEW 


The Bronze 
Syracuse - 


Coinage of Ancient 
A Reference Manual 
On The Types of the Bronze 
Coins of Ancient Syracuse: in- 
cluding a compilation of  speci- 
mens from. the_ collections of 
the members of the Society 
Historia Numorum - Boston and 
other sources. by Emilio N. Favori- 
to. (SHN Publication No. 2, 1990, Bos- 
ton).

This new reference should be well re- 
ceived by collectors of this popular 
series. As explained in his forward, 
this work by Mr. Favorito is based on 
eight major published’ reference 
works and the various SHN-member 
collections, and is intended to be a 
corpus of all of the known types of 
Syracusan bronzes. The author esti- 
mates that he has accounted for 
"better than 99% of the Syracusan 
bronze coins one is ever likely to en- 
counter.” 


The author further explains. that 
rather than listing the coins chrono- 
logically, he has chosen to list them 
by reverse typology. This enables the 
collector to compare "between differ- 
ent types with similar typology." The 
chronology of the various types is 
given in a table at the end of the text, 
and the author lists his own chronol- 
ogy as well as that of recent publica- 
tions by the ANS, Calciati (Corpus 
Nummorum Siculorum, vol. 2), 
and T. Buttrey et al (Morgantina 
Studies Volume II, The Coins). 


This excellent new treatment of Sy- 
racusan bronzes starts with a Key to 
The Types followed by a Corpus of the 
Types (the author lists 104 types), an 
Historical Background of Syracuse, 
Notes on the attribution of the types, 
the previously mentioned chronologi- 
cal tables, and the plates. 


The section on the attribution of the 
types is comprised of three parts. 
Note. One 4s © sine. “Series ..and 
"Denominations" of Syracusan_ bronz- 
es and is an excellent discussion, in- 
corporating all of the latest research, 
of this debated topic. Note Two is on 
the evidence for the attributions and 
discusses such areas as_ inscribed 
coins, overstrikes, symbolism, 
shared/common symbols, style and 
fabric and archaeological evidence. 
Note Three specifically treats the 
Athena/Hippocamp and related coins 
and introduces several new 
"discoveries" by the author and his 
subsequent research. 


The corpus of the types lists all 104 
types the author has identified and 
specific examples of each type located 
in the eight major reference works, 
the collections of the members of SHN, 
and various auction catalogues in- 
cluding those of CNA, Ltd. (mistaken- 
ly listed as Classical Numismatic 
Arts of Quarryville, PA, ironically 
the only "error" I found in this other- 
wise impeccable reference). A_ rarity 
rating and size and weight ranges are 
given for each type.'in the corpus, 
also. 


Possibly the only fault of this new 
work is the lack of photographs illus- 
trating more specimens and types in 


the nine plates. The corpus does 
cross-reference to the other major 
references enabling the collector to 


find a specimen elsewhere. This fault 
aside, if one bothers to compare the 
price of this volume with the other 
major reference that describes the 
subject as thoroughly (Corpus Num- 
morum- Siculorum by R. Calciati, 
$195.00 per volume, three volumes 
total), then the value of this work to 
the collector cannot be overestimated!

On Coins and Medals, &. 


Of the many hobbies that appeal to a refined taste, 
to the mind nurtured in the love of ancient and modem times, 
and to the cultured intellect which delights in unravelling 
the mysteries and the oft tangled skeins of mythology and history, 
no pursuit can claim priority of interest or 
fascination over the study and 
collection of coins and medals.

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A Merchant's Loss 
Near Trier

CNG, Inc. recently acquired a small concentration of 
Z follii of the early 4th century AD. Both surface ap- 
pearance and chronological and geographical unity 
support the assertion that these 156 pieces came from 
a hoard originally from France. Although the exact 
date and location of the find spot is unknown, as is 
the total composition of the hoard, nonetheless some 
information can be gleaned from the present coins. A 
simplified tabulation:

The types are familiar to all who study the coins; 
mostly of the Sol (left,107; right,14) and Genius (21) 
series, with a few expressing both peace (Concord, 
3),and enmity (Mars, 4) between the Augusti. The Cae- 
sars, Crispus and Constantine II, are noted on the 
type with Prince (6). One piece has the Standards re- 
verse. Most of the coins appear virtually as struck, al- 
lowing for some corrosion; the most wear appears on 
the Ticinum and Ostia pieces. London mint clearly 
predominates in the earlier periods, with a fairly 
equal smaller distribution of the northern mints. By 
316, however, the situation has changed. London has 
virtually disappeared, the others diminished, to be 
replaced almost exclusivly by issues Of “the Trier 
mint. Can an explanation be found? 

By 313 the Tetrarchic system installed by Diocle- 
tian had almost foundered. Years of manuvering by the 
players had left Constantine I and Licinius I as mutu- 
ally suspicious rivals, rulers of the West and East re- 
spectively. Germanic attacks in the north kept Con- 
stantine occupied, while Licinius had to deal with 
Maximinus II Daza based in Asia Minor, who was abet- 
ted by Constantine. In the fall of 316 both sides had 
prepared themselves, and the conflict finally broke 
out in the open. Constantine accused Licinius of plot- 
ting against him; Licinius did not improve matters by 
proclaiming Valens as Augustus in the West. Constan- 
tine quickly pushed into Licinius' territory in the 
Balkans and won several victories at Siscia and Ciba- 
lae. This success prompted him to give the title of 
Caesar to his sons Crispus and Constantine II; Licin- 
ius responded by proclaiming his own son, Licinius

Il, Caesar. By the spring of 317, Licinius was under 
great pressure and felt the need to end the conflict. 
Constantine also was concerned about the Alamannic 
tribes on his northern border. A conference in Serdi- 
ca resulted in the execution of Valens, the confirma- 
tion of the three Caesars, and peace. Crispus was sent 
to repulse the Alamanni, while Constantine and Li- 
cinius settled in to await the final resolution of their 
conflict. This occured at the battle of Chrysopolis in 
324, ending in the death of Licinius.

In our hoard; we see a careful accumulation of coin- 
age over a period of a few years, perhaps by a mer- 
chant or soldier. Perhaps he had been in Britain for a 
while, but by 316 he is in northern Gaul, and the situ- 
ation is unsettled. War is erupting in the east and the 
barbarian tribes are threatening the borders. More 
pieces are added to the cache, mostly local issues from 
the nearest mint, Trier - trade and travel are uncer- 
tain. In 317 or early 318 the hoard is buried, perhaps 
under the threat of Alamanni incursions. The owner 
never returns. 

Such conjectures can never be made certainties with- 
out knowing the true nature of the hoard in question. 
But it is by the study of such hoards that the move- 
ments of armies and peoples can be clarified.
